In the 
reply Ryan referred to an editoria] in 
the Union Magazine, commenting on 
the Ouding of dynamite on a job in 
Cleveland which a non-union work- 
man seid he placed in order that he 
might “discover” the explosive and be 
promoted. Mr. Ryan's reply to Gold- 
em Was that the Fall River explosion 
might be classed with the finding of 
the dynamite in Cleveland.

ARGE GUNS TRAINED 
UPON BUNKER HILL. 


Sentiment for Razing It Sweeps the 
‘ Official Meeting. 


Council Committee Tables All Tunne! Propositions 
Thirty Days Pending Thorough Investigation of the 
Greater Project—Financial Side Virtually Settled by 
Wealthy Men. 


HE .DEMAND for a thorough investigation of the project to 
remove Bunker Hill compelled recognition and favorable action 
by the Streets and Boulevards Committee of the City Council at 
the close of the public meeting last night. The Council chamber was 
packed to the doors long before the meeting opened and enthusiastic 
applause punctuated the remarks of a score of speakers who told why 
the hill cah and ought to be removed. The committee voted unanimous- 
ly to delay decision for thirty days in order that plans now under way 
to place the entire undertaking on a definite business basis may be 
ummated. 

All tunnel projects are held in abeyance pending the consideration 
of the larger plan. Men who have been working to get the tunnel 
through for years opposed present consideration of them last night be- 
cause they are so much more strongly in favor of raging the hill. Ad- 
vocates of the removal of the big obstacle to northwestern development 
were so earnest, practical and insistent that they swept away all oppo- 
sition and wound up their first public skirmish with a signal victory. 
The men most prominently connected with the movement confidently 
stated after the meeting that they feel certain the enterprise will be 
carried through and that the apparent opposition now existing will dis- 
appear as soon as the details covering the whole plan are completed 
and promulgated. 

Prior to the City Hall meeting a number of wealthy men interested 
in cutting down the hill met at Hotel Westminster to consider the 
financial side of the undertaking. This meeting adjourned pending the 
action of the Council] committee but it practically settled the question 
of funds. It is probable a large corporation will be formed as soon as the 
need for it arises, to take in all the property owners who wish to come fn 
and to buy out all who do not. This company will be prepared to under-

much as the facilities provided by the 
United States at Los Angeles harbor, 
eighteen miles from Redondo, ate not

The Surplus Water. 

SAN FERNANDO, Oct. 26.—{[To 
the Editor of The Times:} I have 
before me in today’s Tribune an ar- 
ticle by Frank G. Henderson, presi- 
dent of the Los Angeles Board of 
Public Service Gommissioners. He 
says “a large market will mean «a 
good price, and a quick sale, and 
that they have applications for the 
aqueduct water amounting to 1780 
inches along the high line from ap- 
plicants who do not demand a per- 
petual water right, with only thirty 
inches applied for along other pro- 
posed conduits." This means 18106 
inches applied for out of 18,000 
surplus inches, which they have for 
sale. This small portion of the wa- 
ter has been applied for after a 
strenuous campaign by the water 
board to try to dispose of the wa- 
ter, by tacking up signa over the 
interested lands, mailing “forme of 
application” to prospective buyers, 
etc. etc. I think this small number of 
applications for the water should 
convinee all that practical Iirrigators 
feel they cannot apply for water 
under the contract proposed by the 
water board. There are hundreds 
who need the water, and would giad- 

pay a fair price for the water 
if it were not proposed to spread 
the water over so large a territory.

REATMENT FOR VAGRANCY. 
Poverty is necessarily an inconven- 
fence both to the little-todo and the well- 
to-do; it is not legally a crime. Where it 
springs from misfortune it is a calamity, 
where from ehiftiessness and won't-work 
spirit an abomination. For this reason the 
treatment of vagrancy is one of the most 
dificult problems confronting modern civil- 
ization. 
One man tramps the country with his 
bundle on his back, to be ianded very prop- 
erly on the rock pile; another wanders forth 
with a chip on his shoulder, who may be a 
mad inventor or a crazy poet or a shaggy 
reformer graduating for the hall of fame. 
Being so alike on the surface it is dificult 
to discover in a hurry their different in- 
ternal economies. 
Once in great while the-~«hallof-fame 
man gets dumped on the rock pile and the 
rock-pile man enters the hall of fame. As 


can discriminate with average accuracy— 
which in life is never oppressively accu- 
rate—between the hard cases and hard 
faces with which they have to deal.

{London Malil:] All the Balkan states 
have adopted compulsory and universal 
service, though in Turkey Christians have 
not in actual practice been required to pass 
through the army. All the states have con- 
sequently large numbers of men trained to 
arms, and in the last resort could place in 
the field their whole able-bodied male popu- 
lation. .

The Montenegrin army is organized in 
four divisions and has no cavalry.
